Executive Summary

We ve increased our wheat export projection for MY 02/03 based on recent higher than anticipated sales of
government held stocks for export. Per our latest Poland G& F Annua (PL 2010, 4/30/02) and voluntary on grain and
meat sector government interventions (PL 2014, 6/14/02), the Polish government has been desperate to dispose of
surplus government held whesat stocks to free up space for thisyear’s crop. We aso increased by 3.2 percent our total
grain production estimate for 2002. Compared to our PL 2010 Grain and Feed Annual estimates, wheat production
was increased 2 percent, corn 10 percent, and mixed grains 8.3 percent due to better than expected weether related
growing conditions. Wheat and corn import estimates are unchanged from those submitted in PL 2010.

Sources indicate that 220,000 tons of wheat was sold to trading companies for export in a May/June tender. A
previous tender for 25,000 tons of government held whest for export occurred in February. One of the tender
conditions was that the wheat could not be exported to the EU. This excluson of exportsto the EU may have been
due to Poland's desire not to undercut its agricultura pre-accession agreements and current negotiating position
regarding Poland’s EU accession. Poland aready somewhat weakened its position by delaying previoudy agreed to
duty free access for EU grain for Jul-Sep.

The government is not officialy providing export subsidies but did sell the whest at a Sgnificant loss, because they pad
higher prices for the wheat last season compared to current Polish market prices. Specific prices paid for the 220,000
whest tender are unrevealed.

Trade sources indicate that 75,000 to 100,000 tons have been shipped through the end of June 2002. Virtudly al was
reportedly destined or in the process of being loaded for export to Brazil. At the beginning of June, 8,000 tons were
shipped to Tunisa. We anticipate that a portion of the balance of the total 245,000 tons of government stocks sold for
export will aso be exported to Brazil, however, asgnificant portion is expected to be shipped to various African
countriesin MY 2002/03.

The Polish Plant Quarantine Service may well be issuing export certificates indicating thet shipments are free of Anguina
tritici (gal nematode), Eurygaster integriceps, Alternariatriticing, Humenula ceredlis (cered stripe), Tiletiaindica
(Karnd bunt), and Urocydtis agropyri (flag smut).

In generd, grain exports from Poland have been infrequent due to high loca prices and qudity problems. The last
significant wheat exports were also from government held stocks: dmaost 400,000 tons exported in MY 1998/99 of
which more than half was exported to S. Korea and nothing was exported to the EU.
